Nov. 11]. But I believe you have misrepre¬ 
sented certain people and crucial points 
... enough so that I’d like to clarify them: 

The proper title for one of our con¬ 
tributors is “The League of STEAM,” 
not “Legion of STEAM,” and its “stupid” 
YouTube videos seem to do it enough 
justice that it currently has to turn down 
requests for live shows because it doesn’t 
have the manpower to meet the demand. 

The portraits in question are digital 
illustrations—and yes, although based off 
photographs (as many portraits of people 
who have passed on today are), they are 
hand-sketched, and then printed on mate¬ 
rials dictated by our budgetary constraints. 

Legion Fantastique is a 100 percent vol¬ 
unteer organization. There is no profit to be 
had for any member of the group—especially 
its director, apart from the satisfaction of 
performance. As a matter of fact, we produce 
our show at a substantial loss every year. So 
why would we do it? Because we can. The 
show is more on the lines of a community- 
theater production. The troupe is made up of 
educators, scientists and artists who create 


Legion Fantastique for the love of the craft 
and the joy our audience receives from our 
performances, not for money. 

The exhibit, funded through generous 
donations from various circles, was pro¬ 
duced through many long hours on behalf 
of MUZEO on a volunteer-only basis. Many 
of those who created the exhibit are unem¬ 
ployed (myself included) and decided that 
this was a worthwhile effort. They stand by 
that belief. MUZEO is a nonprofit museum 
that had a limited budget; it graciously 
requested our help to provide it with an 
exhibit (one it could afford) to support the 
exhibit “The Queen’s Gallery.” 

The work on “Steampunk” was accom¬ 
plished by eight dedicated individuals 
who did the work entirely for the love of 
the project—and every cent of the budget 
went into either materials or other pro¬ 
duction costs. Not a cent went into the 
pocket of an individual who donated his 
or her time to this project. 

Frankly, a “conflict of interest” would 
only exist had we actually asked to be paid 
to produce this exhibit. But we didn’t. We 
created this show to assist MUZEO—and 
we believe we did the best job that we 
could despite every obstacle thrown in our 
path. Just about every artist, performer and 
creator who donated items to “Steampunk” 
created these pieces and perform in their 
various shows for the love of the genre 
and make little to no money in the process. 

I think I speak for most of them when I 
say that we see no harm in standing up as 
representatives of the genre of steampunk 
because we are some of the happy few who 
dabble in it with such gusto. 

Although I admire a journalist who 
“makes his living” through quick specu¬ 
lation, incendiary prose and a lack of 
fact-checking, I did not appreciate the 
personal digs and misrepresentations 
inserted in this article.

A Rhetorical Knife Fight 

In the Sandra Jessee murder case, the attorneys battle it out while the judge holds off on imposing sanctions 


O n the eighth day in the retrial of 
Sandra Jessee—the pot-smoking 
grandmother accused of hiring 
Orange County Target store employees, 
including her own “mama’s boy” son, as 
hit men to eliminate her husband—exas¬ 
perated prosecutor Michael F. Murray 
stiffened and threw his pen on the table 
as wide-eyed jurors watched.

Derek Bercher, Jessee’s wily public 
defender, had just asked sheriff’s investi¬ 
gator Brian Sutton a blatantly improper 
question: Sutton had met with Thomas 
Joseph Garrick, the man law-enforcement 
detectives believe is the actual “Rambo- 
knife” wielding killer, and didn’t arrest him, 
did he? Sutton confirmed that fact. But 
Superior Court Judge James A. Stotler had 
unequivocally ruled in pretrial motions that 
Garrick’s free status was banned, prejudi¬ 
cial information for the Jessee jury. 

Murray objected; Stotler sustained 
his objection and sent the jury out of 
the courtroom. 

“Give me a chance to cool down,” the 
prosecutor said after the jury had left. 

Far from a meaningless technical vio¬ 
lation, Murray believed Bercher’s move 
was an intentional, underhanded effort to 
undermine the government’s case. Armed 
with the knowledge that Garrick is a free 
man who has never been held accountable 
for the Aug. 13,1998, crime, jurors might 
reasonably question what in the hell the 
prosecutor was doing, or conclude his 
evidence was faulty, Murray told Stotler. 

“I’m going to ask for sanctions,” the 
prosecutor, a West Point graduate who 
came within one vote of convicting Jessee 
in the first trial three years ago, continued 
after a few moments of silence that only 
seemed to fuel his anger. “That was out¬ 
rageous—to get whether or not [Garrick] 
had been arrested in front of this jury... 
Mr. Bercher engaged in misconduct.” 

During these courtroom battles, Bercher 
usually matches or tops Murray’s Type A 
personality. But in this instance, he’d already 
won: He’d gotten the damaging informa¬ 
tion to the jury, and nothing the prosecutor 
could now do would, as Murray explained 
to Stotler, “un-ring the bell.” Plus, Bercher 
scored a bonus against one of the fiercest 
prosecutors in Southern California, in that 
he’d gotten under Murray’s skin, an accom¬ 
plishment that will surely bring hearty cock¬ 
tail toasts at future defense bar parties. 

“I understand Mr. Murray’s anger,” he 
said solemnly, managing to hold off a satis¬ 
fied smirk until the judge wasn’t looking. 

I’d lost track of the number of times 




Bercher had previously violated a court 
order in the case, and each time, a furious 
Murray had to accept Stotler’s determi¬ 
nation that the public defender’s errors 
had been “inadvertent” or “accidental.” 
This judge’s generous findings belied the 
fact that each of Bercher’s supposedly 
accidental transgressions benefited the 
defense and that he’d made similar 
moves in the first Jessee trial run 
by a different judge. 

“He operates with impu¬ 
nity,” Murray complained to 
Stotler. If the prosecution had 
committed Bercher’s errors, the defense 
would be granted a mistrial, he added. The 
judge agreed with the last assertion, and 
the prosecutor invited him to inflict some 
“pain” on Bercher as a way to dis¬ 
courage future misconduct. 

Of the county’s veteran major 
trial judges, Stotler is one of the 
most cautious, with a sweet, 
grandfatherly demeanor. Even 
when the jury isn’t present, 
he’s incredibly hesitant to 
single out Bercher for criti¬ 
cism, choosing instead to make 
generic statements that ask both 
lawyers to behave. Stotler also employs 
a form of “time out” when the lawyers’ 
skirmishes become too intense. He tells 
rambling, mind-numbing personal stories 
that tend to defuse tempers if from noth¬ 
ing else than confusion. 

Stotler admitted mounting frustra¬ 
tion with the public defender, but—for 
the umpteenth time—he declined to give 
Murray what he wanted. He announced 
he would postpone consideration of 
sanctions against Bercher until after the 
trial because he didn’t want to “chill” his 
aggressive defense of Jessee. 

The savage killing of Jack Jessee, a 
popular Fujitsu employee in Anaheim, 
went officially unsolved for nine years. 

In 2007, Orange County Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment (OCSD) homicide investigators 
Sutton and Tom Dove won a confession 
from Brett Schrauben. He claimed that 
his Target co-worker (and best friend) 
Tom Aehlert and Aehlert’s mother, San¬ 
dra Jessee, hired him as a hit man for 
$50,000. They signaled him when Sandra 
would leave to go shopping so that she 
had an alibi, according to Schrauben. At 
the duo’s 2009 trial, Schrauben claimed 
that despite his reputation as a “bad boy,” 
he’d chickened out and subcontracted 
the murder to another Target co-worker, 
Thomas Joseph Garrick, for $20,000. 

Thanks in part to Schrauben—who 
walks like a starving penguin that has 
spotted fresh food—Murray convinced 
11 of 12 jurors that Aehlert and Jessee 
are murderers, too. Before this second 
trial, Aehlert decided that he, too, would 
abandon the conspiracy in exchange for a 


lesser conviction, second-degree 
murder, and the chance to win parole 
from prison after serving at least 15 years. 
(Schrauben’s deal, arranged through 
legendary Orange County defense lawyer 
John Barnett, was much sweeter: He 
served just 515 days in the Orange County 
Jail and, except for having to testify for 
Murray, resumed his life in Arizona.) 

In the ongoingtrial, both Schrauben and 
Aehlert—who obtained a criminal justice 
degree and dreamed of being a cop—have 
testified that Jessee ordered the killing and 
used her murdered husband’s money to pay 
for the hit. Aehlert used his tainted income 
to buy a home near Phoenix; Schrauben 
bought a new pickup truck and a Jet Ski. 

Bercher has repeatedly accused the 
men of “throwing Mrs. Jessee under the 
bus” by fabricating a story that satisfies 
Murray’s “ridiculous” theory in the case 
in exchange for sweetheart deals. Under 
the defense attorney’s grilling, both men 
reluctantly acknowledged they are pro¬ 
lific, self-serving liars. Both also admit 
that Jack Jessee was a kind man who’d 
done nothing wrong to either of them. 

So far the only potential villain who 
has escaped Murray’s wrath is Garrick. 


According to Aehlert’s testimony, Gar¬ 
rick supplied him details about the kill¬ 
ing, including the assertion that he left a 
dying Jack Jessee on his living room floor, 
started to flee but decided to return to drive 
even more knife wounds into the victim. 
Schrauben told the jury that Garrick used 
his portion of the murder payments to fix 
his teeth, which had turned black from an 
addiction to smoking methamphetamines. 

Garrick, a Laguna Hills resident, has 
told OCSD investigators he is inno¬ 
cent, according to a recorded interview 
reviewed by the Weekly. 

Ironically, one of the biggest support¬ 
ers of Garrick’s innocence is Bercher. He 
claims Aehlert and Schrauben told a self- 
serving tale that casts his client as mas¬ 
termind and Garrick as assassin. And he’s 
right, at least in part. The two men seem to 
have minimized their involvement. 

But the defense lawyer’s theory gets more 
nefarious. He wants the six men and six 
women on the jury to believe there’s another 
evil guy in the case: Murray. According to 
Bercher, his courtroom nemesis provided a 
script for Aehlert and Schrauben in the hope 
of nailing his innocent client. 

Said Bercher, “[Sandra Jessee] wasn’t 
involved in this conspiracy at all.”

DEATH, THE CITY’S 
COPS RAN ROUGHSHOD 
OVER ANYONE 
AND EVERYONE 

I t has been three years, but the shape of the 

bloodstain on the street is still seared in Eddie 
Quinonez’s mind. Just after dusk on Labor Day 
2008, two officers with the Riverside Police 
Department fired four bullets into his father. 
“My dad was a big dude, maybe 300 pounds,” 
Quinonez, now 27, recalls. “He basically died there, right 
there on the street. You could see the blood from where 
they dragged him.” 

Police reports say Quinonez’s father was holding a 
shotgun and that, at one point, it looked like he was 
starting to raise it. “They didn’t warn him. They just 
started to shoot,” Quinonez says. A community police 
commission, provided with information solely from 
the Riverside Police Department and no testimony 
from the Quinonez family, eventually cleared the cops 
of any wrongdoing. 

Ever since then, the sight of police makes the heavy¬ 
eyed, soft-voiced Quinonez “claustrophobic”; whenever 
possible, he avoids them. And that’s precisely what he 
tried to do on June 27, 2010. The Anaheim resident was 
in downtown Fullerton for the night, hanging out with 
friends in the area’s vibrant bar scene. Just before 2 a.m., 
he stepped out of Ziings’ Bistro & Bar to take a couple of 
drags off a cigarette when he saw police pull over a man 
driving a car with hydraulics. He was about 20 feet away 
and remembers making a comment in passing, but not 
exactly what he said. 

Almost immediately, Officer Kenton Hampton barreled 
toward him. “Hey, you,” he yelled at Quinonez. “Shut the 
eff up. Don’t interfere with my investigation.” 

“Your people shot my dad,” Quinonez snapped back, 
asking Hampton to keep his distance. The comment 
angered Hampton, who got uncomfortably close to Qui¬ 
nonez, grabbed his left wrist, yanked it behind his back 
and handcuffed him. 

“What are you arresting me for?” Quinonez asked. 
Hampton paused for a few seconds and announced 
in a mocking tone that he’d arrested Quinonez for 
being drunk in public. Since he hadn’t had a drink all 
night, he asked to be given a Breathalyzer test; the 
officer refused. Hampton then grabbed Quinonez’s 
head, slammed it against a wall, applied pressure 


to his head for several seconds with his elbow, then 
shoved him into the cruiser and drove to the depart¬ 
ment’s headquarters. 

Quinonez languished in the city’s jail, innocent of 
any crime, for four hours before being transported to 
St. Jude’s Medical Center with head pain. Tests taken 
there showed there was no alcohol in Quinonez’s system, 
and the district attorney’s office didn’t file any charges 
against him. The next day, he made a citizen’s complaint, 
which went ignored. “They shouldn’t get away with that. 
I didn’t want [Hampton] to think he could do it again,” 
he says. 

Yet Hampton faced no discipline. 

Four months later, Veth Mam was standing off to 
the side of a brawl in downtown Fullerton, recording 


it with his cell phone. Hampton spotted him, knocked 
the cell phone from his hand, threw him to the ground, 
kneed him, and then arrested Mam for assault and bat¬ 
tery of a police officer and resisting arrest. “Bottom line 
is that these officers got together and falsified a police 
report,” Garo Mardirossian told the local media. Mard- 
irossian is the attorney who’s representing Mam and 
Quinonez in civil lawsuits against the city. “There was 
a conspiracy ... to write in there that Mr. Mam jumped 
on one of their backs and tried to choke him, when all 
of them knew that was a lie.” 

Mam, who spent two nights in jail, told KTLA-TV 
Channel 5 that he has been uneasy ever since. “Now 
when I drive, I look back,” he says. “If I see a cop, I 
get paranoid.” 
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Mam’s case went to trial in July, and thanks to a 
video that contradicted the police report, an Orange 
County Superior Court jury found him not guilty of 
all charges. 

Yet Hampton faced no discipline. 

The trial concluded just a couple of days after 
another Hampton-involved case of police brutality, one 
with a fatal conclusion. On July 5, he and five other 
police officers responded to a call that someone was 
trying to break into cars at the Fullerton Transporta¬ 
tion Center. Once there, the officers encountered Kelly 
Thomas, a scrawny homeless man with a history of 
mental problems who was well-known among down¬ 
town Fullerton residents and business owners. As 
with Quinonez and Mam, the department manhandled 


Thomas—but took the assault even further, beating 
Thomas to death. Two officers currently face criminal 
charges in the case: Manuel Ramos for second-degree 
murder and involuntary manslaughter and Corporal Jay 
Cicinelli for involuntary manslaughter and using exces¬ 
sive force. Although the district attorney didn’t charge 
Hampton for his involvement, Quinonez, who wit¬ 
nessed Thomas’ beating, says he saw Hampton punch 
and knee the victim’s head and body. 

Thomas’ killing has brought worldwide attention and 
condemnation to the Fullerton Police Department. It has 
sparked dozens of rallies involving hundreds of protest¬ 
ers; spurred a recall campaign against council members 
F. Dick Jones, Pat McKinley (the city’s former police 
chief) and Don Bankhead (a longtime Fullerton police 


officer) for their silence on the matter; prompted county¬ 
wide soul-searching on how to deal with homeless peo¬ 
ple; and raised the question of how the police force could 
have strayed so far from its mission of protecting Fuller¬ 
ton from the bad guys. But for residents who have dealt 
with the city’s force for generations, the Thomas killing 
wasn’t surprising at all. The beating and subsequent 
cover-up were just business as usual—except this time, 
a rogue department, after years of citizen harassment, 
intimidation and abuse, is finally getting its deserved day 
in the spotlight. 

T he 107-year-old Fullerton Police Department 

employs 145 sworn officers and serves the city’s 
135,000 residents from its home base: a beautiful, 
red-roofed, whitewashed Spanish Revival building with 
arched windows and a faux bell tower. It’s directly across 
the street from Fullerton City Hall, near downtown, 
not far from the wealthy neighborhoods, Korean mega¬ 
churches, crumbling apartment complexes, and many 
colleges and universities that characterize Fullerton. 

But the setting belies a department that has long 
courted controversy. During the 1920s, the Ku Klux Klan 
infiltrated the officer ranks, joining forces with a Klan- 
majority council to try to run the town for the Invisible 
Empire. This racist legacy influenced the department for 
generations, as the city fathers used the squad to enforce 
segregation laws that limited Mexican and African- 
American residents to across the tracks of the Santa Fe 
Railroad—conveniently just down Highland Avenue 
from the police headquarters. 

For decades, the department’s heavy hand mostly 
confined itself to this neighborhood, where the Fullerton 
Tokers Town gang has claimed its territory since the 
1940s. Cholos were a convenient excuse for the police 
to run rampant in the name of security; in 1996, the 
random killing of 28-year-old Ramon Toro at an Alcohol¬ 
ics Anonymous meeting led to Fullerton police raiding 
dozens of homes in a search for suspects, ripping apart 
mattresses and destroying furniture (see Nick Schou’s 
“Fullerton Metal Jacket,” March 29,1996). They barged 
into an elderly woman’s home and heaved her brain¬ 
damaged, semi-paralyzed son from the hospital bed in 
their living room, demanding answers about the shoot¬ 
ing. When someone asked why the police treated them 
like dogs, an officer responded, “You live in this environ¬ 
ment. You live with gang members, you’ll always get 
treated this way.” 

At a community meeting a couple of weeks later, 
rather than apologize for the raids, then-Police Chief 
McKinley turned the tables on outraged community 
members. He had only headed the department for 
three years, taking the job after nearly 30 years as 
an officer with the Los Angeles Police Department, 
where he helped to form the nation’s first Special 
Weapons and Tactics (SWAT) team to crack down on 
the Black Panthers. 

“Somebody in this room probably knows who fired the 
bullet that killed Ramon Toro,” McKinley snarled to the 
stunned audience. “If someone could tell us who fired it, 
we wouldn’t have to do something like that.” 

Two years later, police said they found Mike Mata 
dead in his jail cell after hanging himself. Mata had 
served time before, was macho and cared about what 
others thought of him, says his sister, Brenda, which is 
why the family still doesn’t believe he committed sui¬ 
cide. Brenda thinks her brother mouthed off to the cops, 
who then beat him and staged the hanging. 

Although the district attorney’s office investigated 
and concluded there had been no foul play, evidence 
from the investigation still perplexes the family. There 
were bruises on Mata’s body that no coroner’s report 
explained. The department’s own files noted that an 
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inmate in a nearby cell told investigators 
he heard Mata make two phone calls to 
his girlfriend that day, asking for $50 to 
bail him out of jail. If he planned to kill 
himself, the family wonders, why would 
he make those calls? 

They hired a detective, a former Los 
Angeles County sheriffs deputy, to look 
into the death, says Tino, Mata’s brother; 
he told the family that jail surveillance 
video from that day was accidentally 
erased. “What a stroke of luck for them, 
right?” Tino asks. After months of strug¬ 
gling to find a lawyer and watching the 
process wear down their mother, they 
decided to drop the case and move on. 

But, watching the community open up 
about their own allegations of wrongdo¬ 
ing after Thomas’ death, Brenda says, 
has comforted her. “I just thank God that 
now He’s shedding the light. It took a 
long time.” 



I n 2003, the Fullerton Police Depart¬ 
ment made national headlines for 
a fart. 

Four officers responded to a call that 
a woman had tried to commit suicide. 
Thinking she was unconscious, an offi¬ 
cer squatted near the woman’s face and 
ripped one, cracking, “This ought to wake 
her up.” Another officer climbed into her 
bed and proceeded to air-lick her body, 
like a cat lapping up milk.

Police suspected Thomas was 
high on drugs “because he 
just fought with almost super¬ 
human strength.” And there 
was probable cause for the 
detainment: Thomas stole mail 
out of multiple mailboxes. The 
only problem, though, was that 
information was full of lies. 

The woman, however, was conscious, 
and the matter made it before the Fuller¬ 
ton City Council. Police brass suspended 
the gassy and tongue-flicking officers 
for a week and a half, and the two other 
cops present (who stood by and did noth¬ 
ing) for a day and a half—but the event 
signaled the Fullerton cops were beyond 
busting up cholos and were spreading 
their tactics to the rest of the town. 

They found their ideal stomping 
grounds in the city’s historic downtown. 
What had once been a sleepy assortment 
of collectibles stores and antique shops 
set inside turn-of-the-century buildings 
turned into a bevy of bars, nightclubs 
and restaurants that attracted custom¬ 
ers from the city and beyond. As with its 
longtime excuse to hassle residents in 
the city’s barrios because of gangs, the 
police department used the specter of 
drunk coeds to apply blanket aggression 
to everyone.

“It was overkill,” one downtown bar 
owner said (see Joel Beers’ “The Town 
We—and Others—Drink In,” Sept. 9, 
2004). “Some bars wouldn’t even call 
the police because one phone call about 
a drunk customer who refused to leave 
would result in six cars and 12 cops 
coming down and lining up in front of 
your business.” 

The following year, officers John 
Cross and Gregg Nowling approached 
a 23-year-old black man in the parking 
lot of the since-shuttered Rockin’ Taco 
Cantina because they thought the music 
coming from his car stereo was too loud. 
The cops searched his car and didn’t 
find anything, but they arrested him for 
giving them the wrong name. He even¬ 
tually gave them his real name, and the 
officers saw that he had no prior arrests. 
They then took the man to the station, 
where they punched him in the back of 
the neck and repeatedly hurled racial 


video camera.... That just goes to show 
they’ve done other things. You don’t 
steal $100 from your employer out of the 
till until you’ve stolen a $1 and a $5 and 
maybe a $10 and a couple of $20s.” 

But it hasn’t been just revelers and 
suspected gang members who receive the 
Fullerton PD’s idea of justice. Reba Lewis, 
a 68-year-old retired accountant, says she 
has seen the cops try to justify or cover up 
wrongdoings with outright lies. The frail 
redhead was home alone prepping her 
home for Thanksgiving a year ago when 
she heard the doorbell ring. Five detec¬ 
tives stood on her front porch and began 
screaming that her adult son (who lives 
at home) was doing drugs and that her 
home of 40 years was a meth house. 

“We’re not cooking meth,” Lewis 
recalls saying, her voice cracking now. 
“The only thing that cooks in my kitchen 
is sugar cookies. We just wanna be left 
alone, for God’s sake.” 


Later that day, one of the cops who illegally searched Lewis’ 
house called her. He thanked her for inviting the police to “look 
around” her home, a move that flabbergasted her. 


slurs at him. Although Cross and Nowl¬ 
ing were demoted for the incident, they 
weren’t dismissed—that would happen 
only after Nowling lied to his superiors 
about being sick when he was actu¬ 
ally on a hunting trip, while Cross was 
fired in 2007 for, among other things, 
not reporting a drunk off-duty sheriff’s 
deputy who was brandishing his weapon 
at the popular cop hangout the Slidebar 
Rock-N-Roll Kitchen. 

David Bailey, part-owner of Mata¬ 
dor Cantina (site of the former Rockin’ 
Taco) and a former Los Angeles police 
officer, says he has met with the Fuller¬ 
ton PD to talk about officer behavior in 
the area. “It’s like, ‘Whoa, whoa, whoa. 
You don’t need to treat everybody like 
that all the time,”’ Bailey says. He attri¬ 
butes the department’s problems to a 
lack of leadership and addressing allega¬ 
tions. “The officers felt it was okay, in 
the Kelly Thomas beating, to do what 
they did in full view of a hi-resolution 


But that didn’t happen. Instead, the 
cops barged into her halfway-open garage 
and began searching it with no warrant 
and without Lewis’ permission. The offi¬ 
cers yanked open dresser drawers and 
rifled through them, Lewis says, adding 
that they found her son’s wallet and took 
his driver’s license. 

The police did arrest Lewis’ son for 
being under the influence of metham- 
phetamines, but the case was quickly dis¬ 
missed. Even still, the police haven’t left 
the Lewises alone, periodically popping 
in with no warning. One time, she says, 
they claimed to be there for a code viola¬ 
tion because they had heard somebody 
was sleeping in the garage. 

Finally fed up with what she calls 
the “Gestapo,” Lewis filed a complaint 
with the Fullerton police department 
this September, even after, she claims, 
an officer tried to talk her out of it. 

Later that day, one of the cops who 
illegally searched her house called her.

He thanked her for inviting the police 
to “look around” her home, a move that 
flabbergasted her. 

Lewis, who currently has a civil claim 
against the city for the search, says 
she’s certain the officer was recording 
the conversation and trying to coax her 
into saying she let the officers search 
her home. The department denies any 
wrongdoing in this case, insisting Lewis 
did consent. 

“They just came in and started search¬ 
ing,” Lewis says. “I was so scared. I was 
by myself. Five of them and a 68-year-old 
lady, you know? Really brave.” 

A month before the police invaded 
the Lewis home, officers had barged 
into another. Robyn Nor dell was typ¬ 
ing on her computer when she noticed 
a group of men near an unlocked back 
door. Within seconds, four armed offi¬ 
cers rushed in. After a few seconds, they 
realized they were in the wrong house. 

“I didn’t know if they were good cops or 
bad cops,” she says. “We could have been 
Tased; we could have been shot. That 
kind of thing could end in tragedy so 
very easily.” 

The cops apologized several times, 
Nordell says, and then went next door. 

She wanted to report the error imme¬ 
diately, but her husband suggested they 
wait until the following day. An officer 
told Nordell she could meet with the 
officers’ supervisor on Monday, five days 
after the raid. “Twenty-four hours later, 
they hadn’t responded,” she says. “Even 
now, I get teary-eyed thinking about it. I 
just fell apart; I started sobbing.” 

That Monday, the Nordells met with 
Captain Kevin Hamilton (currently the 
acting police chief, as Chief Michael Sell¬ 
ers has been on paid medical leave since 
the Thomas killing), who treated the situ¬ 
ation with respect and took “full respon¬ 
sibility.” But Hamilton told them he had 
just heard about the raid that morning. 

Nordell couldn’t believe it. “That was 
stunning,” she says, “stunning that the 
people under him had not reported it.” 

Thanks to Nordell’s persistence, every¬ 
thing was hammered out. At a council 
meeting this October, a year after the raid, 
Hamilton issued not only a humble apol¬ 
ogy to the Nordells, but also a department 
directive on how to avoid similar inci¬ 
dents in the future. 

O n July 6, the day after the Kelly 
Thomas beating, Fullerton City 
Councilman Bruce Whitaker got 
a phone call from city manager Joe Felz, 
who relayed information from Sellers: 
Something bad had happened. In try¬ 
ing to “bring [a suspect] under control,” 
the police had injured a man—but there 
were several other factors Whitaker 
needed to know. Thomas had “bolted” 
from the officers and “fought really 
viciously,” leaving a couple of officers 


with “fairly significant” injuries. Police 
suspected Thomas was high on drugs 
“because he just fought with almost 
superhuman strength,” Felz told Whita¬ 
ker. And there was probable cause for 
the detainment: Thomas stole mail out 
of multiple mailboxes. 

The only problem, though, was that 
information was full of lies: Thomas 
wasn’t high, he didn’t steal any mail, he 
put up almost no fight, and none of the 
officers was seriously injured. After he 
found that out, Whitaker made public 
claims of a deliberate police cover-up. “I 
think a certain level of wishful thinking 
that this would just go away may have 
led to this cover-up of a sort, or at least 
some sort of a plan that was agreed to, 
that even despite all physical evidence 
that it wasn’t working, they just adhered 
to it,” he says. “They’ve really stuck to 
that plan.” 

Whitaker already had a suspicion 
something was amiss with the Fuller¬ 
ton police. In April, 52-year-old Dean 
Francis Gochenour was found hanged 
in his jail cell. The Los Angeles Times 
quoted Captain Tim Kandler as saying 
there were “no apparent suspicious cir¬ 
cumstances” in Gochenour’s death. But 
Whitaker had heard through the grape¬ 
vine that the officer who booked the 
inmate had had some type of exchange 
with the inmate. Whitaker also heard 
that as soon as the arresting officer 
found out Gochenour had hanged him¬ 
self, he took his digital audio recorder 
off (which all Fullerton police officers 
wear on their belts, and are supposed 
to activate before any interaction with 
the public) and smashed it repeatedly 
against a stone wall to destroy its mem¬ 
ory. Whitaker says he was “troubled 
greatly” by the allegations, adding that 
Felz eventually confirmed there was 
“something unusual” and that someone 
had destroyed the voice recorder. 

He asked for a tour of the city jail, 
which wasn’t granted for months, not 
until Hamilton took over as interim 
chief in mid-August. Whitaker has 
asked the police department for any 
videotape that might show the area 
where Gochenour supposedly hanged 
himself, but, he says, requests have been 
“stonewalled.” Fullerton Police Depart¬ 
ment spokesperson Andrew Goodrich 
says there’s little anyone can say about 
the allegations because the investiga¬ 
tion is ongoing, but added that the first 
person who found Gochenour definitely 
didn’t destroy his recorder. 

Although he asked for his resigna¬ 
tion, Whitaker says, he thinks the “seeds 
of what we’re dealing with now were 
planted before Sellers came along.” And 
the paramilitary tactics McKinley insti¬ 
tuted certainly haven’t disappeared. This 
summer, Whitaker says he got a call from 
a flabbergasted friend, who told him she 
saw about two dozen officers pour out 
of their cars and ransack a baby shower 
in Lemon Park. The 5-acre, 65-year- 
old park is known for its spray pool for 
children and 12 Chicano murals, many 
painted in the 1970s with the blessing 
of the Fullerton Police Department. The 
officers made the crowd, mainly black 
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and Latino men, lay face-forward “in 
the grass and dirt, with shotguns held 
at their backs for 45 minutes,” Whita¬ 
ker says. The officers said they were 
responding to a call that someone in the 
area had a weapon. The heavily armed 
hullabaloo resulted in a single arrest: 
one person on a warrant for a moving 
violation. Goodrich defends the officers’ 
actions, saying the department takes 
allegations of someone having a gun very 
seriously and that Lemon Park is a “com¬ 
mon place for gang activity.” 

By then, the department was in siege 
mentality after Thomas’ death. But 
even weeks after the killing, the Ful¬ 
lerton Police Department continued its 
sketchy behavior. At a bus stop, a local 
attorney approached Ron Thomas, Kel¬ 
ly’s father, to tell him he felt detectives 
had prodded him to pin wrongdoing 
on his son. Police found papers from 
the man’s firm in Thomas’ backpack, so 
they contacted him. The attorney told 
them he had thrown the papers away in 
a trashcan on a public sidewalk, mean¬ 
ing Kelly had every right to pick them 
up. Goodrich says a detective did call 
to ask about the letter in Thomas’ pos¬ 
session, but, he contends, it was just 
a typical interview and there was no 
coaxing involved. 

In the months since then, Ron’s disbe¬ 
lief at such a digression by police officers 
has almost entirely disappeared. Now, 
he says, he realizes it was only a matter 
of time until the department’s culture 
of abuse and tendency to “brutalize into 
submission” escalated to murder. Had 
he been less vocal and less active in find¬ 
ing other victims, he thinks the murder 
would have been swept under the rug. 
“They thought he was going to be a John 
Doe in the morgue,” Ron says. “Or maybe 
they thought, ‘We don’t give a shit if he’s 
got a family; we get away with everything 
that we do.’” 

Mardirossian, who is also represent¬ 
ing Ron Thomas in a civil lawsuit against 
Fullerton, says that in building the 
Thomas case, he has come across numer¬ 
ous other victims, including Quinonez 
and Mam. “There’s pattern and practice 
and a culture in that police department 
of bullying people,” he says. “Instead of 
protecting and serving, [they’re] now 
bullying and beating.” 

I n September, U.S. District Judge 
Andrew J. Guilford issued a scath¬ 
ing ruling against the Fullerton 
Police Department for allowing Offi¬ 
cer Albert Rincon to stay on the job 
even after multiple allegations that he 
detained women, then either made sex¬ 
ual propositions to them, groped them, 
or did both. He never called for a female 
officer to help do pat-downs and habitu¬ 
ally turned off his digital audio recorder 
during detentions. Both moves violated 
city policies, but Rincon’s disciplining 
by superiors amounted to a course on 
what’s “practical” in pat-downs and the 
importance of audio recorders, court 
documents show. 

Two women filed a federal lawsuit 
against the Fullerton police, and the city 
sought to to have Guilford dismiss the 


case. That move, coupled with Rincon’s 
light punishment didn’t sit well with 
the judge. He called the city’s handling 
“shocking,” noting that it raised ques¬ 
tions about the department’s customs 
and practices around sexual assault. 
“Requiring Rincon to attend ‘pat-down’ 
training is weak sauce that does nothing 
to hide the unpleasant taste of complic¬ 
ity,” Guilford—the presiding judge in the 
Mike Carona federal trial—wrote. “At 
the end of the day, the city put Rincon 
back onto the streets to continue arrest¬ 
ing women despite a pattern of sexual- 
harassment allegations.” 

He added, “A reasonable juror could 
conclude, based on these facts, that the city 
simply did not care what officers did to 
women during arrest” and that such a blase 
attitude “suggests a tacit authorization.” 

The ruling came a month after Orange 
County District Attorney Tony Rackaukas 
charged Ramos and Ciccinelli for their 
roles in Thomas’ killing—the first time 
in Orange County history on-duty peace 
officers have been charged with murder. 
Together, the two developments put to 
rest claims by Fullerton police supporters 
that the department was clean and that 
protestors just didn’t understand how 
difficult the job is. 

Police work is hard and hardening, 
Ron Thomas admits, speaking of his 
days as a sheriff’s deputy. “I saw every 
walk of life as criminals, so you trust no 
one,” he says. “Everybody’s bad, except 
my cop buddies.” 

Whitaker, like many Fullertonians, says 
he thinks most of the officers have good 
intentions, but the “bad apples” have got¬ 
ten away with too much for too long. 

“You’re always going to have some 
outliers,” he says. “You’re going to have 
some people who will push the envelope 
a little bit. If they’re dealt with properly, 
then you nip that in the bud and make 
sure we don’t get to something like 
[Thomas’ killing].” 

As it stands, though, he fears the depart¬ 
ment has already lost the public’s trust. 

Brenda Mata says she doubts she’d call 
the local police if something happened to 
her in Fullerton. “I can’t believe it’s come 
to that,” she says. “I used to always tell 
my kids, ‘Tell the cops, ‘Hi’ and wave. 

“After everything with my brother, 

I wanted to turn around and wave like 
this,” she says, flipping her middle finger 
in the air. 

The police department is “the tail 
that’s wagging the dog,” Matador Can¬ 
tina owner Bailey says, and it’ll take big 
steps to fix that. “They should just come 
out and fall on their sword and say, ‘We 
screwed up. We see there’s problems,”’ 
he says. 

Whitaker agrees, saying everything 
would need to be brought down to “bed¬ 
rock” before they could rebuild. He has 
been looking into the logistics of disband¬ 
ing the Fullerton Police Department and 
contracting out to the Orange County 
Sheriff’s Department. 

But considering the sheriff’s depart¬ 
ment’s own abysmal record, he’s hardly 
comforted, he says. “We could be jumping 
out of the frying pan and into the fire.”

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Yes, No, Amaebi 

Yosuke Sushi has it all, from live sweet shrimp to 
teriyaki served in hubcap-sized combo plates

F or me, the reason to order live 
amaebi has never been the sushi. 
When compared to the divine 
slobber of uni or a luscious piece of toro, 
the flesh of a recently dispatched sweet 
shrimp on a ball of sushi rice becomes the 
definition of anti-climax. This is espe¬ 
cially true when you consider the high 
price you just paid for it. Sure, there’s a 
subtle sweetness in the meat, but almost 
always, that flavor is made moot by its 
chewy, silicone-like texture as the crusta¬ 
cean’s taut muscles go into rigor mortis. 

Yet, I am always compelled to order 
it when I see the words “Live Amaebi” 
scribbled on a sushi-bar whiteboard. 

Why? Because with every order of amaebi 
comes the promise of its deep-fried, 
decapitated head as the follow-up dish. It’s 
for the pleasure of sinking my chompers 
into the creature’s crunchy-fried cranium 
that I am still willing to pay the $13.95-per- 
piece price tag that Yosuke Sushi in Ana¬ 
heim Hills charges. Yeah, it’s unreasonably 
steep; but check around—amaebi is expen¬ 
sive everywhere. Yosuke seems to recog¬ 
nize this and strives to offer something 
extra to justify its exorbitant toll. 

Its amaebi head’s outward appear¬ 
ance will initially be the same as oth¬ 
ers you may have had. You see the wee 
beady eyes, the armor-like carapace, 
the spiky appendages still sharp enough 
to poke an eye out. But at Yosuke, the 
chef injects ponzu sauce into the soft 
middle of the cranial cavity so that the 
tart citrus seeps into and mixes with 
the shrimp’s mushy, fatty gut pulp. After 
you’ve sucked it dry like a cannoli and 
crunched through the shell like a potato 
chip, out comes another dish the kitchen 
has culled from the carcass: the oven- 
roasted egg sacks containing hundreds 
of orange-colored, salty microbeads of 
shrimp caviar in grape-vine clumps. 

If you’re not keen on eating the head 
deep-fried, you have the option of having 
it boiled for soup. After the amaebi, choose 
whatever you consume next from Yosuke’s 
specials board. There are two boards, 
actually: one with a list of live and recently 
deceased sea critters, and another with 
appetizers. The later you arrive to this 
quiet, prototypical-looking Japanese res¬ 
taurant, the more likely the seafood board 
will be covered with “sold out” stickers. 

I snagged the last amaebi, as well as the 
remaining supply of oysters. The Kuma- 
motos, a dollar more for the pair than the 
Hama-Hamas, were a quarter the size 
and small enough to be worn as earrings. 
Poured nearly to its brim with ponzu, both 
were too easily gulped for something that 
costs about $3 to $3.50 per slurp. 

The blue crab hand roll, at $7.50 each, 
contained about a fistful of meat crammed 
into its conical frame, but only those who 
haven’t been spoiled by the blue crab mas¬ 
terpieces of Sushi Wasabi in Tustin should 
even bother with Sushi Yosuke’s soggier 
version. Take instead scallops spritzed 
with citrus and sea salt, tender sea steaks 


that need not be dipped in your wasabi- 
soy slurry; they’ll melt on the tongue like 
just-set lime Jell-O. For a nontraditional 
bite, order the fried-shiso appetizer, in 
which a smear of spicy tuna, a big glob of 
guacamole and caviar are piled atop a rigid 
platform of a tempura-covered shiso leaf 
that supports its towering cargo dutifully 
like a doubly reinforced Triscuit. If you 
require a less messy dish that involves raw 
fish and avocado, the poke is divine, even 
though it’s sliced sashimi-style instead of 
into traditional cubes. But if there’s one 
dish that every sushi bar worth going 
to needs to have, it’s the hamachi kama. 
Yosuke does its boomerang piece of char- 
roasted yellowtail collar remarkably well, 
with every morsel you pluck out by chop¬ 
sticks different in texture, taste and moist¬ 
ness than the one before. 

It’s a shame Yosuke stopped doing 
omakase because I’m sure its itamaes 
would’ve shone if given the opportunity. 


Unfortunately, though, it seems the restau¬ 
rant realized that a majority of its clients 
would rather feast on teriyaki, tempura 
and California roll combination dinners, 
simultaneously economical and comical 
given the enormity of the bowl-like serv¬ 
ing vessels that come with lids as big as 
hubcaps. Also popular are rolls such as a 
so-called Mitsy #2, in which a soy-paper- 
covered tube filled with shrimp tempura, 
crab, avocado and cucumber, with an outer 
spackling of spicy tuna, is bent into an 
upside-down-U-shaped bridge. It’s a ridic¬ 
ulous idea. But then, to some, so is paying 
nearly $14 to enjoy not the sweet shrimp, 
but their deep-fried heads.

W e're blessed with many great 

breakfast traditions, both singular 
and cultural—chilaquiles and breakfast 
burritos, the Sugar Shack's Surf City pick- 
me-ups, and the glories of Break of Dawn. 
But one breakfast that doesn't get nearly 
enough attention is a Salvadoran desayuno, 
as filling and complete a meal as whatever 
the $5 special is at Norms. It is a straight¬ 
forward combo plate: an egg cooked your 
way, a blotch of black beans snug against 
rice, with sweet sour cream and a block of 
tangy cotija cheese at the edge of the plate. 
There'll be fried plantains, of course, and 
squat Salvadoran-style tortillas on the side 
that you don't roll up but rather tear into 
little edible shovels. And that's it: Almost 
all the major food groups doing a satisfying 
cumbia across your palate and gut, it's a 
meal fit for the hard day's work ahead of 
you, humble and unassuming—the Ford 
Ranger of the breakfast world. 

Just as unassuming is San Salvador, a 
strip-mall treasure in a stretch of Fountain 
Valley's section of Harbor Boulevard more 
famous for hosting the very affordable Ani¬ 
mal Medical Center pet clinic. As at nearly 
every Salvadoran restaurant in the county, 
the majority of dishes on its large menu 
is Mexican—and as at every Salvadoran 
restaurant in the county, ignore those throw¬ 
aways. Start with pupusas, of course—grid- 
died nicely, thick and wide, accompanied by 
both the bland tomato salsa that customarily 
accompanies pupusas and a spicier Mexi¬ 
can cousin that is a worthy topper to the 
spicier-than-usual curtido. You can get all 
the other favorites of the Salvadoran kitchen 
here: gnarled logs of yuca either fried or 
steamed, golden-fried empanadas bulging 
with scalding pieces of ground beef. The 
salpicon, a ground-beef salad served cold 
with rings of raw onion, then doused in lime 
juice, jolts as though you are licking a 9-volt 
battery. But it's that Salvadoran breakfast 
that shines, making the drive to that forlorn 
section of Harbor, far away from freeways 
and anything else worthwhile, worth it. 

Oh, and wash anything down with the 
ensalada, the Salvadoran version of fruit 
punch: pineapple juice spiked with apple 
slices, orange chunks, maranon (the Central 
American term for a cashew apple, whatever 
the hell that is. It's tart and light) and whole 
nance, a curious yellow fruit the size of an 
olive that tastes like a cross between pear 
and custard. Only nuoc mia refreshes more 
than San Salvador's ensalada, and though the 
cold season is upon us, anyone who needs 
instant sunshine must imbibe this. And don't 
worry a bout the fruit bits that'll clog up your 
straw—that's what God made toothpicks for!

I t’s one thing to serve hundreds of 
guests per day, but how about thou¬ 
sands in a single night? That’s the 
monumental task Honda Center executive 
chef Gretchen Beaumarchais prepares for 
during hockey season and concerts. 

What are six words that describe your food? 
Clean, seasonal, straightforward, tasty 
and delicious. 

What are seven words that describe you? 
Dedicated, fun, hardworking, passionate, 
easygoing, stubborn, demanding. 

Your best recent food find: 

Okazu Ramen House recently opened 
near my house in Orange, and the 
tonkatsu shoyu ramen is amazing. 

Most undervalued ingredient: 

I use fennel in tons of dishes, such as crab 
cakes and pasta. It has a subtle flavor that 
I love! The aromatics are incorporated 
into my mirepoix. 

Rules of conduct in your kitchen: 

Taste everything. Once the doors open, 
the small talk stops, and we run a quiet 
and serious kitchen. 

One food you can’t live without: 

Anything made from the pig: bacon, 
ham, pancetta... 

Culinarily speaking, Orange County has 
the best: 

Local produce and farmers who love 
their craft. 

What fast food do you admit to eating? 
Tacos from Taqueria Mexico. They are 
open 24 hours, and the tacos are yummy. 
Favorite celebrity chef: 

Wolfgang Puck’s food is the cornerstone 
of modern California cuisine, and that has 
been a great influence on my career. 

What you’d like to see more of in Orange 
County from a culinary standpoint: 

Small, authentic restaurants. There’s a 
few off Bristol in Costa Mesa that I enjoy. 
You’re making breakfast. What are 
you having? 

Waffle cakes. [This refers to her hus¬ 
band’s favorite version of pancakes, with 
less milk and egg; they coined the term 
themselves.] I’m always in the mood for 
waffles but too lazy to wait for the waffle 
iron to heat up. 

Hardest lesson you’ve learned: 

Check and double-check product for off¬ 
site catering parties. Not a good situation 
when you forget the scallops. 

Who’s your hero, culinary or otherwise? 

I have many culinary heroes, but I think 
the most influential in my career has been 
Julia Child. She has such passion and 
dedication for the craft. 

Tell us about your background. 

I come from a family of teachers, but 
at a young age, I knew that was not my 
calling. I took [Regional Occupational 
Program] classes, then went on to the 
culinary program at Orange Coast Col¬ 
lege, and finished up at the California 
Academy in San Francisco. I started right

out of school as a pastry chef for the 
Wolfgang Puck Cafe at the Irvine Spec¬ 
trum. From there, I moved into a regional 
role and had the opportunity to travel and 
open new restaurants all over the U.S. 

I then moved to the Grove of Anaheim 
[now City National Grove of Anaheim] 
for a few years, and then transferred to 
Honda Center. 

What differences do you see between your 
executive chef duties at Honda Center ver¬ 
sus City National Grove of Anaheim? 

As a chef, my duty is to cook for people 
regardless of the venue. Fans of the 
Insane Clown Posse have very differ¬ 
ent culinary requests from the Andrea 
Bocelli fans. At both venues, guests have 
the same expectations of the highest 
quality food. 

We read your stainless-steel smoker is 
cooking all the meats. What’s cooking in 
there the day of a typical event? 

We cook brisket, pork butt and St. Louis 
ribs. We cook about 300 pounds of brisket 
for 14 hours, then change it over to pork for 
another 12 hours. We use almond wood for 
all smoking. 

Where are you pulling inspiration from for 
next year’s members-only gastropub? 

I got a lot of inspiration from my last trip 
to Chicago. I visited some great new spots 
that had amazing house-cured meats, a 
farm-to-table philosophy, simple, fresh, 
seasonal food. Right now, we are looking 
at adding a wood-fired pizza oven and 
a raw seafood bar. I see it being a fun, 
small-plate type place that will encourage 
sharing and socializing.

Don Amado 
Plata Mezcal 

I n Los Angeles, New York and other hipster enclaves, the 
Mexican drink of the moment is mezcal, tequila's country 
cousin (tequila? SO Chapman University sorority party). Oaxa- 
can-food princess Bricia Lopez (of Guelaguetza fame) recently 
opened a mezcal bar at her family's restaurant, and a mezcal 
bar is being planned in Orange County as we speak (details to 
come when I can discuss them). 

Why the sudden buzz? Part of it is foodies' eternal 
fascination with Oaxaca, the capital of mezcal production 
in Mexico—and now that mole negro and chapulines 
are fully integrated into the Mexican-food pantheon 
in this country, mezcal is the next step into the 
Oaxacan swirl. But even if mezcal weren't so 
connected with Oaxaca, the drink deserves its 
moment in the sun: Not only is it the antithesis 
of the Jalisco cartel that dominates ideas of 
mexicanidad, but it's also a smoky, wonderful 
nectar. Boutique bottles are just bubbling 
up here in Orange County, with a fine mass- 
produced label in Don Amado Plata. 



THE DRINK 

Mezcal's smokiness is different from, say, a 
Scotch or even tequila. It's primal, singing of 
Monte Alban and Sky People, and the first 
sensation that hits your palate: harsh, pulsat¬ 
ing, lingering. But then a sweetness sinks in, 
earthy tones a la the peatiness of a Laphroaig, 
with a dry aftertaste that recalls the intimidating 
agaves from whence it originated. Lovers of fine 
liquors will take to Don Amado like Mexicans 
took to sneaking into this country. It might be too 
much for the novice, though—but then again, 
tequila used to be considered gutter water, and 
now we have Spider from Goodfellas waxing 
douchebaggery about the damn drink. From a 
Nov. 18 Stick a Fork In It post.

Muppets reboot can’t quite get its act together

D esperately trying to appeal to not 
just the Gen X-ers who grew up 
with Kermit, Miss Piggy and Dr.

Those Carter- 
era staples magically combined anarchic 
lunacy—how many ballroom-dancing 
scenes with Gonzo and Camilla, his hen 
sweetheart, ended in explosion?—with 
unapologetic squareness. Moldy talents 
such as Ruth Buzzi and Zero Mostel were 
the guest stars on The Muppet Show ; Dom 
DeLuise and Milton Berle cameoed in The 
Muppet Movie. The original foam, fleece 
and fur performers were assured show-biz 
veterans who never worried about being 
hip; their irreverent sensibility made them 
timeless. Unable to resist one of the more 
appalling trends in kids’ movies over the 
past decade, the reboot, in contrast, fea¬ 
tures Camilla and a bunch of backup chick¬ 
ens clucking to Cee Lo’s “Forget You.” 

The Muppets is the first film by British- 
TV vet James Bobin (Da Ali G Show, The 
Flight of the Conchords); it is largely the 
labor of love of diehard Muppets fan 
Jason Segel, who co-wrote the script with 
his Forgetting Sarah Marshall director, 
Nicholas Stoller. Segel also stars as Gary, 
protective big brother of Walter, a sweet if 
dull new Muppet created for the film who 
is revealed in the opening scenes to be 


absolutely nuts about Kermit and associ¬ 
ates, watching the TV show over and over. 
Although this sibling relationship remains 
faithful to one of the main tenets of Hen¬ 
son’s universe—that the Muppets always 
think of themselves as animate beings in 
the real world, not as puppets—it upsets 
the balance in the ecosystem: In the past, 
humans have been drop-in visitors in this 
world of fabric creatures, not peers. 

Walter (voiced by Peter Linz); Gary; 
and Gary’s girlfriend of 10 years, school¬ 
teacher Mary (Amy Adams), leave their 
Midwestern hamlet of Smalltown for a 
trip to Los Angeles, where the highlight 
is a tour of the decrepit, dusty Muppet 
Studios. The trio learns of a plot by tycoon 
Tex Richman (Chris Cooper) to tear down 
the building to dig for oil. The three fran¬ 
tically seek out Kermit and convince him 
he must reunite his long-lost pals to save 
the studio. (A conceit not so far removed 
from reality: Disney, which, after a series 
of botches and setbacks, finally bought the 
Muppets in 2004,14 years after Henson’s 
death, is hoping for new-franchise gold 
with this big-screen rejuvenation of the 
long-stagnating characters.) 

Certain moments of Kermit’s quest 
recall the vaudevillian fun of its prede¬ 
cessors. The Muppets is most successful 
when devoted to gathering the old play¬ 
ers and following the arc of its forebears 
by becoming a show about the frenzy of 


putting on a show—in this case, a telethon 
to raise the $10 million needed buy back 
the studio. Fozzie is found doing standup 
in Reno with a lousy tribute act, the 
Moopets, who perform a reggae cover of 
“The Rainbow Connection.” Miss Piggy, 
sporting a Chanel suit and a Samantha 
Jones-like coiffure, is finally convinced- 
after a constitutional through the streets 


of Paris with Kermit—to leave her post 
as the plus-size editor for French Vogue 
to contribute her talents to the TV fund¬ 
raiser. These characters, at least, have 
been sharply updated without their 21st- 
century details seeming like lazy razzing 
of pop culture; Animal, retrieved from 
court-appointed anger-management ses¬ 
sions, doesn’t fare as well. 

There was a charming meta-ness to the 
’79 movie, which was structured as both a 
film-within-a-film and an origin story and 
included a few sly winks to the audience. 
Straining for that same vibe, this Muppets 
overreaches, its characters constantly 


making references to the musical num¬ 
bers they just completed. 

In their heyday, Henson’s witty, smart- 
alecky weirdos, though of course popular 
with kids, also appealed to grown-ups. 
Terrified of alienating those who were 
raised on the originals, The Muppets pan¬ 
ders to them instead, constantly blasting 
or restaging Top 40 hits from the past 
three-plus decades, 
continuing the cheap 
strategy that worked 
well on YouTube 
two years ago with 
the Muppets’ cover 
of “Bohemian Rhap¬ 
sody.” The handful of 
serviceable new songs 
composed for the film 
by Bret McKenzie includes the requisite 
execrable rap, performed by Cooper. “I 
think kids are better and smarter than 
this junk,” Kermit tells Rashida Jones’ 

TV executive, who explains to him why 
the Muppets are no longer relevant in an 
era of Punch Teacher, her network’s most 
popular show. Adults are, too. 


THE MUPPETS

Unable to resist one of the more appalling 
trends in kids’ movies over the past decade, 
the reboot, in contrast, features Camilla 
and a bunch of backup chickens 
clucking to Cee Lo’s “Forget You.” 
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ARTHUR CHRISTMAS The animated, 
3-D Arthur Christmas introduces 
three generations of St. Nick's family: 
Weedy retired Grandsanta (voiced by 
Bill Nighy, hogging the good lines), 
the obliviously ineffectual Santa Claus 
(Jim Broadbent), and his two sons, the 
North Pole's ultra-competent control- 
room manager and Santa's expected 
successor, Steve (Hugh Laurie), and 
his brother, Arthur (James McAvoy), 
a well-meaning simp who alone 
doesn't have an ego-based agenda. 
(The joke is that even the First Family 
of Christmas can't get along for the 
holidays.) Steve keeps the high-tech 
Christmas operation running—gifts 
are delivered by commando elves 
operating from a camouflaged moth¬ 
ership—but when one present goes 
accidentally undelivered, Arthur and 
Grandsanta set off on a mission in a 
vintage reindeer-hauled sleigh run on 
anti-gravity magic dust. The script, 
by director Sarah Smith and Peter 
Baynham—who've written previ¬ 
ously for Steve Coogan and Armando 
lannucci—has copious laughs, an 
affecting saccharinity, and some 
marvelous bits of imagination, like 
a sprinkling of dust unleashed over 
the Serengeti that turns the sky into 
a constellation of jungle animals. 
Arthur was made, in co-production 
with Sony, by Aardman Animations, 
the U.K. company best known for Nick 
Park's Wallace & Gromit shorts, and 
the character animation has some of 
the same homely charm. Really it's 
a lovely bit of work, only marred by 
the completely cynical, cranked-out 
Justin Bieber video of "Santa Claus is 
Coming to Town" tacked on the front 
for what can only be demo marketing.

HUGO Martin Scorsese's first foray 
into 3-D family filmmaking centers 
on its title character, played by Asa 
Butterfield, a just-pre-pubescent 
orphan squatting in a train station 
circa 1930. When not dodging an 
orphan-hunting station constable 
(Sacha Baron Cohen), Hugo secretly 
maintains the station's clocks and 
attempts to fix an automaton, the 
only keepsake the boy has from 
his late watchmaker father (Jude 
Law). Reminiscent of the robots in 
Metropolis, the automaton's hand 
is built to grip a pen, and Hugo has 
become convinced that if he could 
get that hand to work, it would write 
out a message from his dad. Hugo 
eventually discovers that the automa¬ 
ton was built by a silent filmmaker 
and special-effects innovator named 
Georges Melies—which happens to 
be the full name of the gruff old man 
(Ben Kingsley) who runs the station's 
toy shop. With this revelation, Hugo 
pivots: The boy's attempt to excavate 
his own personal history becomes 
an excavation and celebration of the 
first three decades of cinema history. 
Perfunctorily mounted as a children's 
adventure, the movie is far more suc¬ 
cessful as a barely veiled issue flick 
from Scorsese, the celebrity face of 
film preservation. His most purposeful 
use of 3-D comes in a long, visually 
stunning flashback sequence meant to 
serve as a primer on early cinema. As 
much as Hugo is a sop to box-office 
interests, in using Hollywood's trendi- 
est gimmick to awaken audiences to 
the glory of the past, it's also a PSA 
for Scorsese's personal cause. (PG)

MY WEEK WITH MARILYN In the 

TV-movie-quality impersonation that 


is Simon Curtis's My Week With 
Marilyn, Marilyn Monroe (Michelle 
Williams) has arrived in 1956 London 
to star in The Prince and the Showgirl, 
directed by and co-starring Laurence 
Olivier (Kenneth Branagh). The pill- 
addled peroxide blonde sweeps onto 
Olivier's set with an entourage and 
habitually misses call times, holing up 
in her dressing room and searching 
for the character in a vanity mirror 
while emptying bottles of champagne. 
Production is soon at an impasse, as 
Monroe and Olivier, both surrounded 
by sycophants, throw knee-jerk 
tantrums. This bad behavior is seen 
through the hardly impartial eyes of 
third assistant director Colin (Eddie 
Redmayne), a role based on Colin 
Clark, whose two memoirs about 
his relationship with Monroe on the 
Showgirl shoot inspired this movie. 
Filmed through the Vaseline-smeared 
gaze of a schoolboy deluded by his 
crush, My Week With Marilyn is 
an oddly chaste movie about a sex 
goddess that not only shies away 
from depicting sex, but also from 
examining its titular character's own 
sexuality as it manifested itself in her 
real life and as a consumer product. 
Shimmying stiffly in too-tight dresses, 
exaggerated belly padding protrud¬ 
ing awkwardly off her modern waif 
frame, Williams's voice and move¬ 
ments reflect study but not feeling. 

You never forget that you're watching 
a talented living actress laboring to 
mimic a long-gone movie star who— 
on-screen, at least—never seemed to 
be acting at all.

THE DESCENDANTS Why has it taken 
Alexander Payne seven years to 
follow up on Sideways ? And what's 
blunted this gifted writer-director's 
edge? Payne's earlier movies have 
been driven by richly flawed charac¬ 
ters—Reese Witherspoon's monstrous 
high school striver in Election, Jack 
Nicholson's thoroughly unpleas¬ 
ant widower in About Schmidt, the 
matched pair of jerks who stumble 
through Sideways —and Payne's 
great talent was extracting a sense 
of sympathy even for them. But in 
The Descendants, it's more a case 
of bad things happening to good 
people: Honolulu lawyer Matt King 
(George Clooney), prosperous scion 
of a Hawaiian family, is humbled by 
a flurry of body blows. A waterskiing 
mishap has landed Matt's wife in a 
coma. His two daughters, the preteen 
Scottie (Amara Miller) and echtteen 
Alexandra (Shailene Woodley), are 
beyond his command, with Alexandra 
in possession of information to fur¬ 
ther rock her father's world: "Dad, 
Mom was cheating on you!" Adding 
to Matt's responsibilities, as well as 
providing a corollary to the personal 
history upended by Elizabeth's infidel¬ 
ity, is the decision he must make, as 
head of the King family trust, to sell 
or bequest a large tract of beachfront 
property. The two narrative strands 
entwine when Matt discovers that 
his wife's lover is actually vacation¬ 
ing adjacent to the very spot where 
he will be meeting with his clan to 
finalize the disposition of their legacy. 
Cosmic coincidence or crafty plot 
contrivance? Slowly rolling downhill, 
The Descendants takes a turn or 
two but is basically always en route 
toward the reconciliation that's a 
foregone conclusion. (R) J. Hoberman.

HAPPY FEETTWO Mumble, the hoofing 
emperor penguin from the first Happy 


Feet (voiced again by Elijah Wood), 
now struggles to make a fatherly 
impression on his own chick, Erik, 
who has instead found his role model 
in a mysterious beaked penguin, 

Sven (Hank Azaria, doing burlesque 
Swede), who has become a messianic 
figure through his unheard-of ability to 
fly. Happy Feet Two fills its speaking 
parts with a cast of A-list vocal tal¬ 
ent—Brad Pitt and Matt Damon play 
a codependent couple of shrimp-like 
krill—and has a CGI'd critter cast of 
thousands. It has more morals than 
a stack of Aesop's Fables, too: Aside 
from now-standard kiddie flick eco- 
hysteria, we learn that individualism 
and breaking from the herd is good, 
just so long as you return to the herd 
eventually to engage in interspecies 
collective action. (Mumble orga¬ 
nizes to rescue his fellow emperors 
when an iceberg turns their colony 
into a prison.) Really, the movie has 
absolutely everything except the 
light touch required for unaffected 
charm—the mugging is savage—a 
single piece of memorable original 
music, or a production number 
that's celebratory rather than tram¬ 
pling. It's hard to believe this same 
George Miller directed the tender 
"If I Had Words" number in Babe; 
as it is, the short flamenco face-off 
in DreamWorks' Puss in Boots has 
considerably more choreographic 
zip than anything that happens in 99 
minutes here. (PG) Nick Pinkerton.

THE IDES OF MARCH George 
Clooney's fourth directorial effort— 
scripted by Clooney, his longtime 
partner Grant Heslov, and Beau 
Willimon—is a loose adaptation of 
Farragut North, a 2008 behind-the- 
political-campaign play by Willimon, 
who once worked for Chuck Schumer, 
Hillary Clinton, and Howard Dean. In 
the play, the Democratic presidential 
candidate was spoken of but never 
appeared on stage. In the film, he's 
played by Clooney and is an active, 
necessary participant in intrigue 
involving 30-year-old campaign advi¬ 
sor Stephen Myers (Ryan Gosling), his 
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mentor (Philip Seymour Hoffman), a 
competing candidate's top aid (Paul 
Giamatti) and a tempestuous, barely 
legal sexpot intern (Evan Rachel 
Wood). Ides of March is unmistak¬ 
ably a tale of romantic coming of age. 
A genuine idealist when we meet 
him, happily, guilelessly evangelizing 
candidate Mike Morris's "Kool-Aid," 
Stephen's arc is over when his heart 
has fully hardened. Here, as in last 
month's Drive, Gosling's blankness 
contains multitudes. Compelling 
enough as a methodic moral inquiry, a 
step-by-step accounting of how lines 
in the sand move, Ides is less suc¬ 
cessful when attempting to capture 
the feeling of the times. Transparently 
haunted by the crash of Obamamania 


(the takeaway image is of a dead-eyed 
Gosling surrounded by Clooney's face 
on Fairey-esque screen prints sell¬ 
ing the slogan "Believe"), Ides is too 
melancholic to mount an actual politi¬ 
cal argument—it's more like public 
wound-licking. Any nod to our real of- 
the-moment disillusionment dissolves 
into soapy plot contortions, with a 
sex scandal begetting backstabbing 
and blackmail, necessitating secret 
rendezvous in darkened stairwells and 
the kitchens of closed restaurants. (R)

IMMORTALS The last thing you see in 
Immortals is a pair of eyes, popped 
wide open, filling the screen. That's 
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exactly how director Tarsem Singh 
wants an audience to receive this, 
his latest glut of imagery. King 
Hyperion (Mickey Rourke) has set 
out to conquer the Hellenic world, 
and in doing so, he makes a mortal 
enemy of Theseus (Henry Cavill), who 
then quests, in the company of virgin 
oracle Phaedra (Freida Pinto), to stop 
Hyperion. The posters read "From 
the Producers of 300" and, like Zack 
Snyder's film, Immortals has little on 
its mind but conveying the buzz of 
martial glory. Singh's specialty is the 
establishing Wow Shot: Gods stand 
back and watch warring mortals from 
a Maxfield Parrish Olympus, while 
Theseus fights his way across a world 
seemingly production-designed by 
French master Jean-Leon Gerome, all 
in 3-D. Singh also has a knackfor gen¬ 
uine eroticism, briefly displayed. The 
neo-classicist visuals are matched 
to PlayStation action choreography 
that tops Snyder's; this is among the 


most extravagantly violent movies in 
memory, including Hyperion's gloomy, 
arbitrary sadism and Helios, fighting 
for Theseus and the mortals, pulp¬ 
ing heads like Gallagher in a melon 
patch. Given something as simple as 
Theseus's rousing prebattle speech, 
maximalist Singh is helpless, but when 
he gets whole armies in on the act, 
you've got something to behold. (R)

IN TIME Set in an unspecified future, 

In Time owes as much to The Marx- 
Engels Reader as Bonnie and Clyde. 
Time is money: Everyone is genetically 
engineered to stop aging at 25 in 
the latest by writer-director Andrew 
Niccol ( Gattaca, Lord of War); after 
that, people will live for only one more 
year unless they can gain access to 
more hours, days, weeks, etc. A cup 
of coffee costs four minutes, lunch 
at an upscale restaurant eight-and- 
a-half weeks. The distribution of 
wealth is about as lopsided as it is 


today, with the richest having at least 
a century remaining and the poorest 
surviving minute to minute. A child of 
the ghetto, Will (Justin Timberlake), 
wrongly accused in a prosperous 
man's death, sees his mother (Olivia 
Wilde) die—"time out"—in his arms 
and then vows to destroy the grossly 
inequitable system. He ends up 
kidnapping a tycoon's daughter, the 
sleekly bobbed beauty Sylvia (Amanda 
Seyfried), who needs little convincing 
to join his mission to redistribute the 
hours. A pleasing, often rousing movie 
for the 99 percent, In Time is not with¬ 
out flaws. The jokiness of substituting 
"time" for "money"—"You must come 
from time," the tycoon says to Will — 
wears thin after its millionth iteration. 
But Timberlake and Seyfried make a 
foxy, well-matched duo. It seems that 
Niccol also had Marx in mind when 
casting his leads: "from each accord¬ 
ing to his ability." (PG-13) Melissa 
Anderson. Countywide. 

J. EDGAR Clint Eastwood goes deep 
into Oliver Stone territory and 
emerges victorious with J. Edgar. 
Although hardly flawless, Eastwood's 
biopic is his richest, most ambitious 
movie since the Letters from Iwo 
Jima-Flags of Our Fathers duo, if 
not Unforgiven. Patriot, scoundrel, 
genius of self-promotion, gang-buster, 
red-baiter, blackmailer, proponent 
of the finger print, apostle of the 
wiretap and momma's boy monster of 
sexual repression, J. Edgar Hoover 
(1895-1972), who more or less cre¬ 
ated the FBI and successfully ran the 
agency for nearly 50 years, was one 
of the great American personalities 
of the 20th century. With prosthetics 
simulating Hoover's bulldog look, the 
better to enact the FBI man's bulldog 
tenacity, Leonardo DiCaprio turns out 
to have been a quite canny casting 
move. With his own celebrity pres¬ 
ence, DiCaprio successfully promotes 
the movie's idea of Hoover as a star 
(rather than the squat balding troll 
familiar to anyone who grew up in the 
'60s), even as he makes convincing 


the sexual ambiguity crucial to the 
Hoover conceived by Eastwood and 
screenwriter Dustin Lance Black. 
Black, who won an Oscar for Milk, has 
furnished Eastwood with a complex, 
richly associative script that puts 
the first 20 years of Hoover's career 
(the 1920s and '30s) in the context 
of his last decade (the 1960s), with 
flashbacks motivated by the memoir 
he dictates to a succession of young 
agents. Crammed with material, even 
if the mid section is a bit slack, J. 
Edgar is a dense historical tapestry.

JACK AND JILL Al Pacino romanti¬ 
cally pursuing a cross-dressing Adam 
Sandler around a medieval castle 
should be stunningly surreal, so it's a 
not-inconsiderable failure that Jack 
and Jill manages only dim, desper¬ 
ate outrageousness instead. Credit 
some of that misfire to director Dennis 
Dugan (/ Now Pronounce You Chuck 
& Larry, Happy Gilmore ), whose aes¬ 
thetic rule of thumb remains: "The 
visually flatter, the better." Yet Sandler 
is equally responsible for the literal 
and figurative flatulence of his latest, 
in which the star assumes the dual 
roles of advertising bigwig Jack and 
his whiny, clingy Bronx-born twin sis¬ 
ter Jill, who comes to stay with Jack 
and his multicultural family in L.A. 
for Thanksgiving and then refuses to 
leave. Sandler coasts by as the mean- 
spirited, eye-rolling Jack and hams 
it up as Jill, prancing about in ugly 
dresses while making silly faces and 
speaking in the nasally voice of his 
Saturday Night Live Gap girl. It's a dull 
drag-show routine headed nowhere 
until Pacino (playing a self-important 
version of himself) begins stalking Jill, 
along the way riffing on his dearth 
of Oscars and pretentiously pretend¬ 
ing to speak foreign languages. 

His self-mockery is delivered with 
wild-eyed zest, though not enough to 
overshadow the one-noteness of the 
shoddy sibling-centric shenanigans, 
and definitely not enough to overcome 
Sandler's sub-Peter Sellers schtick.

LIKE CRAZY Anna (Felicity Jones) is an 
aspiring journalist, a wee wisp of a 
girl come from Britain to study in Los 
Angeles, where she meets cute with 
Jacob (Anton Yelchin), a local boy 
learning furniture design. Like Crazy 
follows Anna and Jacob's whirlwind 
romance, then their subsequent 
breakups and makeups, staged on 
both sides of the pond, as they're 
kept apart by diverging career paths, 
Anna's recurring visa problems, and 
intervening relationships of conve¬ 
nience. (Playing the second-string 
love interests are Jennifer Lawrence 
and Charlie Bewley, in a well-turned 
small part as an oblivious, ardent 
yuppie.) Director Drake Doremus 
distills Anna and Jacob's story into 
fleeting moments and nonverbal 
cues—trans-Atlantic texting on 
hesitantly fondled iPhones, uncer¬ 
tain glances, introspective lulls, and 
charmless improvisations—caught 
by a handheld camera that's forever 
blunderingly announcing its presence. 
The idea is to show love in incidentals 
rather than big scenes, but the frag¬ 
ments selected do not build to any 
significance—this is a rote story, 
arbitrarily scattered into abstraction. 
Neither of the lovers, as embodied 
by Jones's and Yelchin's aggressively 
average, "naturalistic" performances, 
are particularly interesting, neither 
alone nor together, and the duo is 
moreover incapable of generating 
erotic friction. Lain on a bed of trea¬ 
cly piano music, this I'amour fou is 
I'amour tepid. (PG-13) Nick Pinkerton.

MARTHA MARCY MAY MARLENE 

As taut and economical as its title 
is unwieldy, Sean Durkin's Martha 
Marcy May Marlene is a deft, old- 
school psychological thriller. The film 
divides its eponymous protagonist 
(Elizabeth Olsen) into two personae, 
each associated with one of the mov¬ 
ie's two main locations: a posh new 
summer cottage on a Connecticut 
lake and an isolated communal farm 
in the Catskills where the action 
opens as docile young farm women 
put out dinner for their handful of 
male comrades to eat under the eye 
of their crafty, hyper-alert leader, 
Patrick (John Hawkes). This delib¬ 
erate table setting is dramatically 
upended when Martha, a baby-faced 
beauty whom Patrick has renamed 
Marcy May, wakes up early and takes 
off into the woods. She makes a fear¬ 
ful call to her married older sister 
Lucy (Sarah Paulson), establishing 
contact for the first time in several 
years, and is soon ensconced in 
Connecticut comfort. Traumatized 
Martha would have trouble readjust¬ 
ing even if she weren't so fabulously 
inappropriate—wondering aloud why 
they need such a big house, ask¬ 
ing if it's true that "married people 
don't fuck." Lucy blows hot and cold 
toward her sister—just like Patrick, 
whom we see in flashback, running 
his head trips, initiating the drugged, 
newly renamed Marcy May into his 
preferred form of sex. Ultimately, 
Patrick's evil is less haunting than 
Martha's madness. Olsen gives a 
superb performance, battling confu¬ 
sion, radiating anxiety, and des¬ 
perately asserting her beleaguered 
identity as past and present begin to 
merge. (R) J. Hoberman. Countywide. 

MONEYBALL Michael Lewis's book 
Moneyball was published in 2003, in 
the immediate wake of The Season 
That Shook Baseball. The story 
didn't look like much on the surface: 
Billy Beane, a former ballplayer- 
turned-scout-turned-GM, and Paul 
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DePodesta, an Ivy League wonk, 
took the Oakland Athletics' measly 
$39 million salary budget, crunched 
the numbers, and turned overlooked, 
undervalued statistics into over¬ 
achieving, undervalued ballplayers. 
The book would serve as a Bible for 
every baseball executive and stats- 
obsessed fan, and it turns out that 
adapting it for the cineplex was fairly 
straightforward after all: Like every 
other sports movie ever, it's the story 
of the Little Team That Could. Lewis's 
account is simply inspiration; director 
Bennett Miller ( Capote ) and writ¬ 
ers Aaron Sorkin and Steve Zaillian 
barely touch upon sabermetrics and 
the influential work of statistician 
Bill James. The filmmakers wisely 
boil down Beane and DePodesta's 
complex formulas to a single, simple 
thesis: Sign ballplayers who get on 
base more than anyone else. Then 
they hand over the movie to Brad Pitt 
as Beane, a former first-round draft 
pick by the New York Mets exorcising 
his dashed-dream demons one trade, 
thrown chair, and turned-over water- 
cooler at a time. Play ball. (PG-13)

THE RUM DIARY Written and directed 
by Bruce Robinson, The Rum Diary 
adapts a novel Hunter S. Thompson 
began in the early '60s and published, 
under Johnny Depp's auspices, more 
than three decades later. A first- 
person account of the drinking life 
on a tropical isle in the late 1950s, its 
protagonists are mainly employees of 
an undercapitalized English-language 
daily in San Juan. The party gets 


underway with Thompson's alter 
ego Kemp (played by a disconcert¬ 
ingly unengaged Depp) coming to 
consciousness, having raped the 
minibar in a dark, trashed hotel room 
overlooking a glorious beach, his 
bleary disorientation accentuated by 
the small plane that flies by with the 
banner "Puerto Rico Welcomes Union 
Carbide." Ugly Americans infest the 
bowling alley; right-wing capitalists 
plan vulgar resorts on the unspoiled 
army testing range at Vieques. Newly 
arrived from New York, Kemp finds a 
never-exactly-explained riot outside 
the offices of the San Juan Star 
and a lunatic editor within (Richard 
Jenkins). Soon his lowlife colleagues 
initiate him into a round of bar¬ 
hopping and cockfighting that results 
in an epic trip to the slammer. Kemp is 
then recruited to write a promotional 
brochure by a smooth American 
ex-journalist (Aaron Eckhart), who 
is shacked up with the captivating 
Connecticut wild child Chenault 
(Amber Heard). As in Thompson's 
readable but hardly revelatory novel, 
the narrative reaches its climax at 
Carnival on St. Thomas with Kemp 
fallen off the wagon. Unfortunately 
the movie soldiers on, and Robinson 
never quite gets the giddy velocity 
of a what-the-fuck bender. (R) J.

TOWER HEIST A revenge of the have- 
nots playing on the clear class 
stratification of the luxury high-rise, 
Tower Heist pits lobby against pent¬ 
house. At The Tower, an exclusive 
Columbus Circle apartment building, 


top-floor investor Arthur Shaw (Alan 
Alda) stands accused of financial 
malfeasance by the FBI, leaving 
building manager Josh Kovacs (Ben 
Stiller) to inform his staff that Shaw 
was managing all of their pen¬ 
sions, which have now evaporated. 
Determined to make things right, 

Josh decides to steal the emergency 
fund he's sure Shaw has squirreled 
away, and so he assembles a team 
of equally unqualified employees 
(Casey Affleck, Michael Pena), an 
ex-financier (Matthew Broderick), 
and a small-time thug bailed out as 
criminal consultant (Eddie Murphy) 
to break into the penthouse, where 
Shaw has been put on house arrest, 
and liberate the cash. As a heist 
picture, Tower Heist is as amateur as 
its crooks: The scenes where you'd 
usually be getting drilled on the plan 
of action are all about the ensemble's 
round-table riffing, highlighting the 
good supporting work. An affable, 
crowd-pleasing director with his 
hugely successful Rush Hour fran¬ 
chise, director Brett Ratner is at times 
near to crowd-pandering here, but 
this is a clean, well-turned job, fleet 
and funny and inconsequential. It gets 
in and gets out quickly.... and leaves 
no trace once it's gone. (PG-13) Nick 
Pinkerton. Countywide. 

THE TWILIGHT SAGA: BREAKING 
DAWN PART 1 Yes, Bella and 
Edward (Kristen Stewart and Robert 
Pattinson) marry in Breaking Dawn — 
Part 1. And they do it. And Bella gets 
pregnant with some kind of Miracle- 
Gro demon spawn that breaks her 


ribs from the inside. That's just the 
beginning of the shit show that is 
Bill Condon's film, barely adapted 
from the first half of the last book of 
Stephenie Meyer's series. Condon 
delivers the most authoritatively 
directed Twilight film so far, which 
only brings into sharp relief how ton¬ 
ally incoherent its story is, lurching 
from erotic awakening to sex farce to 
body horror. Suffering from some kind 
of hellish preeclampsia—her body, it's 
explained, is rejecting the fetus—an 
increasingly cadaverous Bella stares 
listlessly at the ultrasounds, which 
reveal an empty black hole where 
the baby should be. Breaking Dawn's 
plot points—and there are only four 
in total—are separated by long mon¬ 
tages and music-video sequences. 

For the teens of all ages who are 
Twilight's true audience, the movie 
will serve, I'm sure. For parents, the 
real horror of Breaking Dawn comes 
as we see Bella's mom and dad watch 
their girl disappear. They seem to 
know that the Cullens are no average 
in-laws and that once Bella becomes 
part of that family, she'll cease to be 
a part of her own. I can't be the only 
father who watched the wedding and 
felt, for a moment, a stab of sorrow— 
that one day I'll be gone from my 
daughters' lives, and also that before 
that happens, I'll probably have to 
watch this fucking movie again. (PG- 
13) Dan Kois. Countywide. 

A VERY HAROLD & KUMAR 3D 
CHRISTMAS The doobie brothers 
are back, though wildly diverging life¬ 
style choices have left the best bud- 


loving buds all but estranged. Harold 
(John Cho) continues his ascent at 
his Wall Street firm, returning each 
night to his suburban nest, where 
wife Maria (Paula Garces) awaits. 
Med-school dropout Kumar (Kal Penn) 
lives in his own filth, blazing while 
watching reruns and scarfing down 
waffles. Christmas is just a few days 
away, further highlighting how much 
the two have grown apart: Harold 
is consumed with pleasing Maria's 
Yuletide-worshipping father; Kumar 
has nothing better to do than go to a 
party where he has been promised 
the opportunity to deflower a virgin. A 
monster joint and a quest to replace a 
perfect fir tree in Harold's living room 
reunite them. Sort of acknowledging 
its own unnecessity, A Very Harold 
& Kumar 3D Christmas —directed by 
first-timer Todd Strauss-Schulson and 
written, as the first two H & K films 
were, by Jon Hurwitz and Hayden 
Schlossberg—at least makes good 
use of the extra dimension, as clouds 
of pot smoke drift in front of your 
nose. Some of the wildly inappropri¬ 
ate gags—like a toddler who ingests 
pot, coke, and ecstasy—kill. But 
where Harold & Kumar Go to White 
Castle and Escape From Guantanamo 
Bay gained focus—and potency—in 
sending up Bush ll-era stupidity (and 
dumb crackers in general), Christmas 
has no real political targets.

The Angry Penis Lives 

Barbara T. Smith’s ‘Radicalization of a ’50s Housewife’ still struggles for exposure and against assault

on the safe and symbolic items that define 
a proper woman and should primarily 
occupy her mind. Two men enter the scene, 
however: one is nude and covered in mud, 
wearing a branchy mask to obscure his face, 
and he begins to circle her; the other, in a 
sports coat, drops his pants, crawls under 
the table and begins thrusting an enormous 
dildo covered in mayonnaise at her. Both 
use obscene words and crude gestures to 
get her attention, and soon, Smith can’t 
get near the table without being assaulted. 
Since she won’t look at the men and can 
no longer play with the “clean” ladythings, 
she climbs up a ladder and over a fence 
and escapes. This, Smith writes, is a “sad 
and humorous metaphor of my (and many 
women’s) early adulthood.” Indeed.

A mid the hearty backslapping at 

lectures, performances, galas and 
dinners celebrating the Getty’s 
massive Southern California-wide arts 
initiative Pacific Standard Time, there 
seems to be a gorilla in the room. I’d heard 
rumblings about the lack of female repre¬ 
sentation when I attended a few exhibits; 
at the revolutionary performance artist 
Barbara T. Smith’s “The Radicalization 
of a ’50s Housewife,” a PST show at UC 
Irvine’s University Art Gallery, I read this 
entry in the exhibition guestbook: 

“In the 1981 Performance Magazine on 
the table, page 10, ironically, [there is] an 
article about women protesting at LACMA 
for having no women artists in the exhibit 
covering ’60s art. The grand opening and 
marketing materials for Pacific Standard 
Time spotlight male artists—as they are 
'artists’—didn’t someone from the Getty 
decide not to fuck things up this time? I 
guess not” 

It was signed “C. Wittel.” Beneath 
it was another line: “Glad we saw your 
show. Walter Wittel.” 

It was an entry pregnant with meaning— 
and humor. C. Wittel was correct in 
her assessment of the Getty, according 
to accounts I’ve received from friends 
(apparently Judy Chicago was the only 
woman appearing at the PST launch). And, 
Walter Wittel, whoever he is, clearly knew 
better than to edit, append to or debate 
“C’s” declaration—perhaps because he 
agreed with her, or because it was decided 
long ago that she gets to be “bad cop.” 

I certainly agreed with C. Wittel. I 
also recently attended a Judy Chicago 
performance in which she talked 
about the unwritten, but certainly not 
unspoken, “closed door” policy toward 


women artists prior to the 1980s, a trend 
that hasn’t necessarily abated and is 
currently even perpetuated by some 
female curators. (One reason for under¬ 
representation in PST can legitimately be 
attributed to the gender shutouts of the 
past, but then again, everyone could have 
tried just a little bit harder—or at least 
called attention to the disparity.) 

Fighting to be heard, seen and, most 
important, viewed as an actual person 
and not just a reflection of male desire 
is something Barbara T. Smith had to 
teach herself to do, just like her female 
contemporaries. In her three-part, 1980 
performance Birthdaze, documented at 
the University Art Gallery and curated by 
Juli Carson, Smith addresses the seeds of 
the sickness that makes some men exert 
power through violence, domination and 
sex, men who make some women believe 


that’s the way life’s supposed to be. (One 
glance at our national headlines reveals 
not much has changed; regardless of laws 
enacted over the past 20 years to protect 
women, any female who publicly claims 
sexual harm or foul is still a dirty, gold¬ 
digging whore.) 

The exhibit, filled with photos and relics 
from the performance, fascinating audio 
interviews and myriad magazine features, 
is most potent in its first performance 
segment, which speaks directly to this 
problem of the aggressive, out-of-control 
penis. Isolation: Early desire to remain 
impervious to real life through adhering to 
conventional forms—"Maybe if I don’t touch 
it, it will go away” features Smith in a floral 
dress standing at a table and looking at pairs 
of ladies’ gloves. She is a good girl—just 
like the real Smith, who grew up a society 
deb in 1940s Pasadena—and she focuses 


performance involve more men, a bed, a 
motorcycle and, finally, a tantric ritual, 
with the progression moving steadily 
toward healing and unification of woman 
to herself—and to man. It’s a powerful 
and important examination of the female 
experience—not plain and simple, but 
elaborate and complex—and regardless 
of any shortsighted media or art-world 
power players, this experience is still very 
real and is still not going away. Perhaps 
someday, a new generation of men and 
women will ensure the female perspective 
is always invited to the table, visible and 
audible, and free from mobs of poking, 
angry penises—figurative or otherwise.

S teve Aoki’s voice sounds exactly 
like who he is. His breezy tone 
is that of a guy who grew up in 
Newport Beach and went to college at UC 
Santa Barbara. The fierce intensity when 
talking about everything he does is just 
right for a tirelessly prolific electronic 
music producer/performer. 

The founder of the Dim Mak label 
swings by the City National Grove in Ana¬ 
heim this Saturday, touring in advance 
of his debut album, Wonderland (due 
next year), and, he says, the set he’ll be 
performing will not be the same as what 
he’s been doing elsewhere in the world 
this year. 

“My last show was the I Love Techno 
festival in Belgium; the headliners 
included Boys Noize, Paul Kalkbrenner 
and myself, and Laurent Gamier and Carl 
Craig were there—a whole mix of more 
underground music—so I tailored my set 
toward the more underground records 
Dim Mak is releasing,” he says. “For the 
show in OC, the kids are mostly coming to 
hear my music, so I’ll tailor the set toward 
that. I might toss in something like 
‘Don’t Turn On the Lights’ by Felix Car- 
tal—that’s an incredible record—but it’ll 
mostly be my own things, including six or 
seven selections from Wonderland .” 

Aoki describes the record as “pretty 
much a collection of singles,” in that not 
every song was created or sounds like a 
typical club record. But that’s hardly sur¬ 
prising, given the range of performers on 


the album, including LMFAO, Weezer’s 
Rivers Cuomo, Kid Cudi, Lil Jon, will.i.am 
under his Zuper Blahq pseudonym. It’s as 
if the previous 10 years of pop-friendly club 
music were all wrapped up in one package. 
Aoki’s also proud of his own singingturn 
on “The Kids Will Have Their Say.” 

“That one features one of the guys from 
the Exploited on guitar,” he says. “It’s 
pretty punk!” 

Aoki continues, “Up until this point, 

I’ve really been focusing on the club 
records, such as ‘I’m In the House’ [his 
2010 collaboration with Zuper Blahq], 
tailoring the songs by writing to the 
vocalists. That’s grown more or less out of 
relationships and friendships, with peo¬ 
ple I’ve known well who have their own 
albums and schedules. Wonderland comes 
out of that, but it’s also something where 
I’d like to show my production caliber, to 
be able to expand and work with a diverse 
number of artists and different sounds.” 

Among those artists he’s been 
impressed by in recent years is Skril- 
lex. “He reshaped a genre of music and 
created his own subgenre, and it’s been 
amazing to see it happen from the begin¬ 
ning to where it is now,” Aoki says. 

But his dream artists to work with are 
“Kurt Cobain and Freddie Mercury. Zack 
de la Rocha’s incredible, too—he’s not 
dead, of course!” 

Our conversation concludes on a more 
universal note, as we talk about how elec¬ 
tronic music’s new liveliness is something 


that could have only happened now. “The 
way in which people access and discover 
music in the past three to five years has 
radically changed, and that has helped 
dance music,” he says. “People do find a 
way to get to the music: They don’t want 
the Top 40 anymore; they want to find a 
new, cutting-edge sound. When the radio 
only played 20 songs and MTV didn’t run 
videos anymore, they had to do their own 
research on YouTube and SoundCloud, 
and that gave birth to a lot of new people. 

“Dance music has been here for a long 
time, but it’s been reemerging. America 
did finally open up. In Europe, it’s status 
quo; everyone over there listens to dance 
music. I was looking out at the crowd at a 
festival I played in Holland, and I saw 40- 
to 50-year-old people dancing. Over here, 
it’s the kids making it a priority, watching 
the videos, seeking things out. Mean¬ 
while, for a lot of us running labels, doing 
things such as making videos means 
we’ve completely bypassed the system. 
We’ve hijacked it, and we’re getting the 
results. It’s a powerful time for indepen¬ 
dence, a completely different time than it 
was just a few years ago.”

Ryan Adams 
Slays ’Em 

T hose lucky 150 people who 

attended Ryan Adams' recent inti¬ 
mate KCRW session, taped for the sta¬ 
tion at Santa Monica's Berkeley Street 
Studio and scheduled to be aired on 
Dec. 2, got an up-close look at an amaz¬ 
ing musician at the top of his game. 

Wearing a Slayer T-shirt and Vision 
Streetwear kicks, Adams picked up his 
Buck Owens-model acoustic guitar 
and plucked out the ringing notes of 
"Oh Sweet Carolina." Immediately, the 
room seemed to get even smaller. Dunk¬ 
ing his harmonica in a glass of water, 
Adams continued with "Ashes & Fire," 
the mouth harp adding some extra zest 
to the foot-tapping, rambling tune. 

"My Winding Wheel," off Heart- 
breaker, had Adams precariously 
leaning forward in his chair while he 
expertly plucked out the notes on his 
guitar. Adams recommended that the 
audience listen to AC/DC's "For Those 
About to Rock (We Salute You)" and 
"Hells Bells" while cruising down Sun¬ 
set Boulevard; he then dove into "Invis¬ 
ible Riverside." 

In Adams' interview with Jason 
Bentley, host of the station's Morning 
Becomes Eclectic, he waxed effusive 
about his love of black metal, explain¬ 
ing how the low guitar tunings of Celtic 
Frost's "Into the Crypts of Rays" had 
been copied by Alice In Chains and fur¬ 
ther devolved into Collective Soul. After 
some more revealing insights into his 
songwriting process, Adams effortlessly 
began a razor-sharp rendition of "Let It 
Ride." Taking off his wedding ring for "an 
amazing solo at the end of the song," 
Adams tore up "Please Do Not Let Me 
Go," leaving the audience breathless. 

"Lucky Now" and "Chains of Love" 
were flawless, as Adams strummed out 
chords that most likely don't appear on 
your Spotify playlist. Dipping into the 
Whiskeytown catalog, Adams' encore 
featured "Somebody Remembers the 
Rose," "Houses On the Hill," and "Jack¬ 
sonville Skyline." He also took some time 
to praise the latest Ratt album, Infesta¬ 
tion, gleefully declaring that every song 
is as good as "Round and Round." 

Ignoring the time constraints and 
continuing to play songs because 
he was in such a good mood, Adams 
worked through "When Will You Come 
Back Home?" and "Yesterday" to wrap 
up his five-song encore. Set your dial 
for KCRW-FM 89.9 on Dec. 2 for a taste 
of Ryan Adams—and hope he will 
announce a show in Orange County 
sometime soon.

No, 
he’s not the world’s laziest 
man. In fact, he’s quite the 
opposite. The 31-year-old 
Los Angeles resident runs 
Smog, a dubstep record 
label/promotion company, 
out of his downtown LA 
loft. And if that weren’t 
enough to keep him busy, 

Best is also working on the 
finishing touches of his 
label’s fifth-anniversary 
show Friday at the Galaxy 
Concert Theatre in Santa 
Ana. Which explains the 
breakfast-at-noon thing. 

With a bill that 
includes D Js such as 
Skream, Flinch, SPL, 

Noah D, Skeet Skeet and 
Pablo Hass an; an out¬ 
door, preshow barbecue 
beginning at 7 p.m.; two 
rooms of live entertain¬ 
ment; and a documen¬ 
tary screening of a film 
based on Smog artist 12th 
Planet, Best should be a 
lot more stressed than he 
is. Instead, the Chicago 
native is typically Midwestern: calm, 
upbeat and willing to engage in an hour- 
long conversation about his love of not 
only dubstep, but also music in general. 

“I’m such a music fanatic that I don’t 
even think of it as work because I love it,” 
Best says. “I feel like I’m watching his¬ 
tory unfold, which is cool. I learn about 
all these cultures that happen with music. 
All these scenes are related and inspired 
by music. I love what happens culturally 
through music.” 

In June, Best quit his 50-hour-per- 
week job as a motion graphic designer in 
the entertainment industry to focus on 
Smog. Turns out, he’s spending more time 
working from home than he did at his day 
job because, of all the genres of music one 
could chose to work with, dubstep might 
be the most difficult. Best goes to clubs 
three to four times each week to listen 
to D Js and network with fellow dubstep 
fans, promoters and musicians. These 
clubs often keep the music playing until 
late into the night, so he doesn’t get home 
until around 2 a.m. 

Best estimates that, at one point, 90 
percent of his vinyl sales came from 
Europe, so the label owner needs to be 
up early enough to field phone calls and 
emails from his transatlantic cohorts, 
which is no easy task when you’ve been 
out until after midnight the previous 
evening. Still, he doesn’t complain, even 
when artists on tour in Australia wake

I f singer Brian Schickling's fast-and- 
spastic lyrics sound as if they're running 
away from something, that's because they 
are. Most of DimeRunner's songs are about 
escaping the demons of Schickling and 
guitarist Rocky Rigs' not-too-distant past. 
The pair have played in punk bands for 
nearly a decade, but both have seen proj¬ 
ects fall apart because of their respective 
addictions. Now that they're both clean, 
DimeRunner mark a new start and a new 
love—even if the name is a playful refer¬ 
ence to darker times. 

Schicking and Rigs joined forces with 
Danny Drumkiller (drums, duh), Scott 
Votaw (bass) and bassist Pete Archer 
from the Stitches to create a punk band 
with a pop twist. They recently recorded 
a 7-inch single, "It's an Emergency," to be 
released in January. They're working on 
a full-length and hope to have their debut 
out before mid-2012. 

OC Weekly; How did DimeRunner start? 
Brian Schickling: I used to have 
another band, the Wrecked, that started in 
2001.1 fell out of it because of drugs and my 
own personal troubles. I wasn't focused on 
anything to do with music. It ended up that 
I got put in an institution, and I met a friend 
I used to play shows with, Rocky, my guitar 
player. We started playing and getting 
people together. 

We played one show, and I ended up 
going backto jail. So then I got back out 
and cleaned up my act and started pressing 


forward with it. We started playing a lot; 
people I knew before helped me out and 
put us on shows. 

It's real raw rock & roll. I like to bring 
people together and show them rock & roll 
is still alive. 

What made you and Rocky decide to 
play music together again ? 

Schickling: That's what we do—we're 
musicians. We said, "Why are we doing 
this? Why are we wasting our lives on petty 
bullshit?" I figured [we'd] just go out and do 
it. Rock & roll saved our lives [laughs]. 

What are some things people get from 
your shows that they might not expect? 

Schickling: The amount of 
energy, especially. 

Scott Votaw: Beyond the energy, I'd say 
the decibel levels. We're not willing to con¬ 
form or suitto anybody's likings. Go up and 
check out what we're doing, and if you like 
it, you like it. If you don't, then don't listen. 
Feed 'em the electric buzz. 

It's very rewarding when we'll play, and 
we start seeing people throughout the 
audience holding their ears. We have suc¬ 
ceeded at that point. 

How would you describe your sound? 

Schickling: I like to take that raw rock 
& roll and—people might frown upon what 
I say—add the pop in to it. Without the 
pop, no one's going to remember or take 
anything home with them. You got to have 
something stick in their heads. I like to call 
it "trash pop." 

What's been your favorite part about 
being in DimeRunner? 

Votaw: The levels of insanity—it's not 
like everyone has the same disposition. 

Schickling: I like all of the personali¬ 
ties—even if it is irritating at times. It's a 
very odd bunch.

I'm 26, straight and male. I consider myself a 
socially progressive person, have been a vocal 
supporter of LGBT issues since high school, and 
was president of my college Gay-Straight Alliance. 
Here's my issue: I fully support the trans commu¬ 
nity. I have numerous friends in varying states of 
transition, and I'm 100 percent behind them. But 
in my own dating life, I wouldn't feel comfortable 
dating/having sex with a woman who had at one 
point in her life been a man. I realize I wouldn't 
be fucking a dude, but it's a mental hurdle I can't 
clear. All my LGBTQA friends—be they trans, gay, 
bi—call me a transphobe, saying if I were truly on 
their side, if I truly "understood," then sex with an 
MTF straight woman would be no different than 
sex with a cisgender straight woman. Do I have 
the right to not feel comfortable with the idea (or 
reality) of having sex with these women and still 
consider myself a supporter of the trans com¬ 
munity? Are my friends being unreasonable by 
judging me against their schema of appropriate 
sexuality? Or am I a hypocrite? 

Fears Real Activism Undermined [by] Dick 

“He’s not transphobic—not in my book,” says 
Kate Bornstein, author, performer, “advocate 
for teens, freaks and other outlaws,” and herself 
a trans woman. “One more thing he’s not is 
straight. Sex-positive, supportive of trans folk 
and heterosexual? Cool! He’s a queer hetero¬ 
sexual—and some of my best friends are queer 
heterosexuals.” 

As for your specific issue—you’re not attracted 
to trans women—Bornstein says that by itself 
isn’t evidence of transphobia. “A queer hetero¬ 
sexual is just as entitled to the fulfillment of their 
sex and gender desires as anyone else,” says 
Bornstein. “Sometimes those desires depend 
on the nature of their lover’s body. Well, trans 
people have bodies that are different than cis 
people’s bodies. We’re two (or more) mints in 
one—a physical blend that attracts a lot of people. 
FRAUD just doesn’t happen to be one of them. 
The fact that he’s sensitive to that blending of 
genders in our bodies does not make him trans¬ 
phobic.” 

What can you do about it? 

“Go have good sex with cis women,” says 
Bornstein. (Don’t know what “cis” means in this 
context? See: tinyurl.com/cisdefine.) 

Whatever else you do, FRAUD, Bornstein 
wants you to stop identifying as straight. “He’s 
part of our queer tribe,” she says. “And who 
knows? One day, he might meet the right trans 
person.” 

And who knows? One day, your cranky 
LGBTQA friends might accept who you are just 
as you’ve accepted them. Make an effort to use 
“attracted to cis women” in place of “wouldn’t 
feel comfortable dating” trans women, and you’ll 
hasten that day’s arrival.

I'm a 26-year-old guy in a polyamorous relation¬ 
ship. As this is my first kick at the poly can, I 
wasn't dying to tell my family, "Hey, I'm dating a 
married woman!" However, through the magic 
of Facebook, my brother found out that the girl 
I'm seeing has a husband. Once I was "busted," 

I discussed the situation with my sister-in-law. 

The issue is that my GF and her husband have a 
10-year-old son.This isn't an issue for me, but my 
brother has compared the poly community to 
drug addicts and stated that CPS should remove 
my girlfriend's child from her home, etc. My 
brother and his wife are now threatening to cut 
me out of their lives—as well as the lives of their 
children, for whom I care a great deal—if I don't 
dump the girlfriend.Thoughts? 

Forced To Pick 


Right off the top of my head: Your brother is a 
shit-smeared asshole, your sister-in-law is an ass- 
smeared shithole, and they’d be doing you a huge 
favor if they cut you out of their lives. 

Pick the GF. That might mean you won’t see 
your nieces/nephews for a while, which would 
be sad for you and bad for those kids (children 
with crazy, controlling parents need to spend 
quality time with saner family members). But if 
you dump your girlfriend at their insistence—if 
you fail to stand up to them—you will have estab¬ 
lished a dangerous precedent: Your love life isn’t 
yours to manage; it’s theirs. All your future part¬ 
ners will be subject to their batshittery/scrutiny, 
and if they disapprove of any future girlfriends 
(concurrent or subsequent), they will attempt to 
exercise the veto power you ceded to them dur¬ 
ing this conflict. 

Your brother and sister-in-law are bullies, and 
you’ve got to defend yourself. So long as your GF 
and her husband aren’t doing anything inappro¬ 
priate in front of their son and they’re not placing 
unfair burdens on their son (they don’t expect 
him to keep secrets, if they’re not out about being 
poly; they don’t expect him to be out about his 
parents being poly, if they are out and he’s not 
comfortable sharing that info with his friends), 
you need to come to their defense, too. And you 
might want to consult a lawyer now, just in case 
your brother and sister-in-law call CPS. 

I am a 29-year-old male with a fetish for snapping 
pictures of women's legs and feet in nylons. I look 
for women online who will allow me to pay them 
to take these pictures. I recently posted an ad and 
received a reply from a co-worker. I find her very 
attractive and would like to photograph her legs 
and feet. How should I handle this?

Here’s a relevant story from the files: Vanilla Gay 
pays a social call on Kinky Gay. KG informs VG 
that there’s a Hot Dude tied up in his playroom. 
KG invites VG to view HD. KG is right: HD is hot. 
HD is also, as it turns out, one of VG’s co-work¬ 
ers—one of VG’s straight co-workers. 

It was an unexpected twist of fate—HD 
didn’t know that VG and KG were friends—that 
resulted in VG discovering something about HD 
that HD didn’t choose to reveal to VG. (A twist of 
fate and the rules HD agreed to when he played 
with KG: HD had consented to KG showing him 
off.) While it’s possible that HD wouldn’t have 
cared that VG knew his secret, it was likelier 
that HD, if he knew VG knew his bi-for-bondage 
secret, would’ve felt embarrassed around his 
co-worker—not to mention compromised during 
any routine workplace conflicts with VG. 

I urged VG to keep his mouth shut.
